From  thirty-seven  to  forty-seven 
per  cent  of  all  the  honey  produced 
in  the  United  States  is  produced  in 
what  is  known  as  the  seven  south- 
ern states.

I    It  is  a  popular  idea  throughout 
I  the  South  and  especially  irt  Ala- 
bama that    Api-Culture    is  not  a 
|  profitable  business.    This  idea  has 
grown  out  of  ignorance  in  regard 
to  bees.   There  are  very  few  people 
'in  this  State  who  know  any  thing 
! about' the  life,  habits  and  care  of 
bees.    Some  have  attempted  -to  go 
;  into  it  for  a  business  without  any 
knowledge  of  the  care  and  precau- 
tions necessary  for  success  and  the 
result  is  no  more  than  could  be 
expected,  they  fail.    By  a  little  ex- 
tra attention  and  study  Dr.  Thomas 
says  that  any  average  farmer  can 
make  bee  keeping  profitable.

AGRICULTURAL  NOTES. 

i  On  las!  Friday  night,  Dr.  Thomas 
gave  a  talk  on  Api-Cultuve.  This 
was  the  first  time  the  club  had 
been  fortunate  to  hear  him. 

Dr.  Thomas  is  connected  with 
the  department  of  Entomology  here 
at  Auburn.  He  is  very  much  inter- 
ested in  bee  culture  in  the  South 
and  especially  in  Alabama.  He  gave 
some  statistics  on  the  southern 
states  in  regard  lo  bee  culture. 

From  thirty-seven  to  forty-seven 
per  cent  of  all  the  honey  produced 
in  the  United  States  is  produced  in 
what  is  known  as  the  seven  south- 
ern states.    Alabama  ranks  fourth. 

It  is  a  popular  idea  throughout 
the  South  and  especially  in  Ala- 
bama that  Api-Cullure  is  not  a 
profitable  business.  This  idea  has 
grown  out  of  ignorance  in  regard 
to  bees.  There  are  very  few  people 
in  this  State  who  know  any  thing 
about  the  life,  habits  and  care  of 
bees.  Some  have  attempted  to  go 
into  it  for  a  business  without  any 
knowledge  of  the  care  and  precau- 
tions necessary  for  success  and  the 
result  is  no  more  than  could  be 
expected,  they  fail.  By  a  little  ex- 
tra attention  and  study  Dr.  Thomas 
says  that  any  average  farmer  can 
make  bee  keeping  profitable.

and  equipment  to  resist  any  effort 
to  break  such  peace.
